Within a very few months, when the 


boats now under contract arc completed 
there will be in the navy a total of six- 
teen torpedo boat destroyers, and thirty- 
five torpedo boats. The contract price 
of these vessels amounts to $8,075,:t92.; 
ready for sea they represent a cost of 
nearly $11,000,000, about equal to that 
of two first-class battleships. 


Tbtre is considerable difference of 


opinion among experts as to the efficien- 
cy and value of those boats, but on one 
point all expert opinion is agreed, that 
without the greatest amount of care and 
attention to preserve these boats they 
will become absolutely useless iu a very 
few years. 
The government is now 


without proper facilities for curing for 
those vessels. It is urgent that btops for 
their preservation be takun at onco. 


Two repair stations and two separate 


storage and headquarter stations arc 
proposed to be located at different points 
along the Atlantic coast. 


This is only next better than to do 


nothing at all. It is impracticable to 
divorce the storage station and the re- 
pair station and it is extravagant anil 
dangerous to build them up separately 
and away from our navy yards. 


(a) That policy would mean many 


years delay before the basins, shops, 
quarters for officers and men could be 
completed, aud the probable ruin of 
many boats iu the meantime. 


(b) li would mean the useless expen- 


diture of large sums for shops and tools 
to do work for which tho navy yards aie 
today well equipped and further it would 
mean the maintenance of a corps of 
clerks, foremen aud skilled mechanics to 
look after these additional shops aud 
tools to do work that can be done and is 
done today by the navy yards without 
any increase in their organization. 


(c) It would mean large annual ap- 


propriations for maintenance. It means 
expenditures and delay to acquire sites. 


(d) It further moans the withdrawal 


from active duty afloat of a largo num- 
ber of officers to superintend the various 
departments of these new stations, to 
the groat detriment of our already un- 
dcrmundcd fleet, and to the injury of tho 
officers remaining afloat. 


The boats would—be less efficiently 


cared for in these isolated .stations, 
where the skilled officers, efficient work- 
men, extensive plant, supply of stores, 
etc., of a working navy yard would be 
lacking, It is a common experience 
with our boats that after a short time in 
commission it has required months to 
make good the wear and tear, damage 
and ucglect. 


Every principle of business, every 


consideration of efficiency requires that 
a base for torpedo boats should be locat- 
ed at a working navy yard, where it can 
bo built in the shortest time, and for tho 
least cost, where the boats can receive 
efficient attention, from experienced and 
responsible officer?, and where the re 
pairs can be made quicker and cheaper 
than in any other way, and without a 
sea voyage between storage and repair 
stations. 


These boats require exactly the same 


kind of expert care on the part of the 
engineer, the constructor and the ordi- 
ance officer that is required for larger 
vessels; the only difference is that a 
vastly greater amount of care is re- 
quired in proportion to size. The ex- 
perts in engineering and construction 
who have so efficiently built and super- 
intended the building ot these vessels 
arc surely competent to care for thorn. 
The yards that are already fitted for 
such work should have it. It is unjust 
to our mechanics to scad it elsewhere; 
It Is endangering the boats to do so. 


While praise is being bestowed most 


lavishly about every day on such ama- 
teur baseball artists as Newick, Powers, 
Vuruey, Jones and others in this sec- 
tion, I am reminded of a certain young 
man who is just as deserving of credit 
as any of them.

Duck culture aa a business proposition 


is not so simple as it seems. To one at 
all export' In. this line the hatching and 
tearing of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, arid there is a chance to figure 
out what the product will be from a giv- 
en number of eggs. In this respect there 
is a difference between ducks and chick- 
ens, for a certain percentage of ducks van 
be raised and marketed under given con- 
ditions. 


Through the eastern states there are 


•many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One nmn, a pioneer m 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
in stock'nt all times and has each one as 
near a perfect specimen of its kind as can 
be found.

As 
the evening wore on he grew more and 
more excited. That his fingers were Itch- 
ing with the desire to play wus obvious to 
all, but nobody helped him out. At Inst, 
when he could stand the strain no longer, 
he took advantage of a lull in the conver- 
sation, seated himself unbidden at the 
piano and attempted to i:iit<o the liil.

Duck culture as a business proposition 


Is not so simple as it seems. To one at 
all expert in this line the hatching and 
tearing of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, and there is a chance to figure 
out what the product \v ill be from a giv- 
en number ol eggs. In this respect there 
is a difference between ducks and chick- 
ens, for a certain percentage of ducks can 
be raised and marketed under gben con- 
ditions. 


Through, the eastern states there are 


many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One man, a pioneer in 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
in stock at oil times and has each one- as 
near a perfect specimen of its kind as can 
be found. One of the largest plants turns 
out about 50,000 ducks annually, and in 
the height of the killing season it is no ex- 
aggeration to say the feathers fairly fly 
on this place. In this plant the number 
of ducks that will be sent to market can 
be estimated from the first few hatches 
made early in the season, ns the propor 
tion of ducks hatched to the number of 
eggs placed In the incubators will be 
maintained throughout the season. 


In market ducks the big white Pekina 


find the greatest favor. The Pokin is a 
hummer in the way of a market duck, as 
It grows rabidly and is hardy and white, 
which makes it pick clean and its foath- 
er<! salable. A good price is paid for duck 
feathers. 


The best point about the Pekins, in Ilie 


eyes of the poultrymau who is in the IWM- 
ness for profit, is the rapidity with which 
they grow and the fact that they glow 
better out of the water than in it. It h 
n common thing for experts to raise Pe- 
kins that -weigh six pounds when 10 
weeks old. Duck* that \\eigh under live 
pounds nt that nge are a reflection ou the 
Rlull of the ponltrynuin -nho turns them 
out. 
An expert with chickens is not al- 


ways successful in the handling of ducks, 
n*. the qwickors need to be handled dif- 
ferently at nil times. 
A difference is 


found at the outset, as 2S days are re- 
quired in which to hatch a duckling, 
while a chick needs only 21 dnys in whic 
to complete the process of nature thai 
puts it into the A\oild to scratch for a 
in ing. 


The best woik in producing ducks is 


done with nn incubator, which will hatch j 
inure ami better ducklings than an old , 
duck or a hen. For incnhnting purp"M>s 
tho bumble ben surpasses the duclc, 
M range as it may seem. But, whatoit-r 
way it is hatched, the duckling is imn'h 
more inteiestinjf and amusing than it 
duck shortly after hatching. 


A chick that cannot work itself out of 


the shell in short order is not worth both- 
eimg with, \\hile a <lnck that is helped 
out of the shell is just as good us one 
thnt scrambles out without nssiwlnnce. 


When the duckling IH ready to hatch, 


it taps a smalt hole in the t.ho\l and then 
stopn to cunsider if it is worth while to 
du tiny moro than that. 
It lies in the 


•-hell for n day without making any fur- 
ther effort to get out and here is beset 
Tvith its lirst danger—death by drowning. 
It seems odd to think that a duck (vonld 
die in such an ignominious way, but prnc- 
tical poultrymen know that it Is a danger 
that makes a difference on. the wrong 
side of the ledger if it isn't guarded 
ag:iinst, \\lnch is an caxy mutter.

beat and suitable food not more than 2 
per cent ought to be lost. 


But, above all things, tbey must ba 


kept away fhjm water. If they are al- 
lowed to paddle in or rvm through water, 
they will eertninly die or be so badly 
crippled that they will not be available 
for market. 


They are allowed to drink only when 


eatinpr, and tbcn the water is absolutely 
necessary. Without it the ducks cannot 
jret the food down their throats. They 
fill their bills with food, into which sufli- 
cifnt grit has beeu placed to fit out their 
digestive apparatus, and then try to gulp 
it down. .The food is always moist, but 
they cannot force it down until they have 
run o\er to a fountain and washed it 
down witli a shallow of xvater. They 
(•lop the water ail around their quarters 
Into which dry earth must be placed fre- 
quently in order to keep dowa the daoin- 
noss. 


While the rearing of ducks Is simple 


enough, as hns been said, it is another 
matter to ro.iko n good profit ovt cf tho a. 
They oat voraciously nud must be killed 
at a certain time to pick properly. 


For the 1irs>t few weeks of early spring 


tbey hrinjf good prices, after -which the 
ptice depends on the supply ami demand. 
One season, for instance, the first, con- 
signments of broilers brought in New 
York city 50 cents a pound nt wholesale. 
In n short time the price tumbled until it 
cot down to 11 cents a pound, and there 
wns no money in it at the latter figure. — 
New York Mail and Express.

Cats are by nature dainty, even ID 


their cruelties. There Is all manner of 
feline grace ia the way they play with 
mice. Gats suffer much less from con- 
stant housing than dogs, although they 
run wild much more readily and never 
^uite get over their murderous In- 
atlncts. A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cat or Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than' pre- 
cious. Bach and several, they are no 
end decorative, but in affection, Intel- 
ligence and playfulness they rank be- 
low their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell brethren. 


White cats are in general more sav- 


age and less Intelligent than gray or 
tortoise shell. Many of them have blue 
eyes, and all such are said to be stone 
deaf; hence they are less desirable In 
the house. 
Unlike dogs, cats require 


to have their meat raw, but they must 
not have too much of it. Milk should 
constitute at least a third of their food. 
Crumble stale bread in the milk and 
now and again beat up a raw egg in it. 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a fish head Is meat enough for a 
day's ration. Supplement It with milk 
and bread or milk and mashed pota- 
toes, a cracker or two or a bit of hard 
bread lightly buttered and a few small 
bones, as from chicken, ga.me or chops. 


Cats as well as dogs suffer'a plague 


of fleas. Oddly enough, cat fleas are 
unlike dog fleas, and If the two sorts 
of Insects meet upon one p4oor beast 
there Is a flght to a finish, ending com- 
monly in victory for the cat fleas, which 
are much bigger and more voracious 
than those found on the dog. If left 
to ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel- 
eton, suffering nil over from eczema. 


To get rid of the fleas wash with sul- 


phur soap—any good brand which the 
nearest shop affords—comb out the fleas 
with a fine tooth comb while the hair 
is still wet, then rinse the cat well In 
milk warm water, dry It with soft tow- 
els and give it after the bath a sftucer 
of warm milk with a tcaspoonful of 
brandy or whisky In it. 
A kitten 


should have only a few drops of spir- 
its and be kept snug In a clean basket 
an hour after the bath. 


When the hair Is very dry, blow In 


all along the backbone some sort of 
good fine Insect powder, either lark- 
spur or pyrethrum. 
Hub behind Ihe 


ears with the sulphur ointment direct- 
ed for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a fine, close brush, 
comb the coat lightly, then part it 
along the backbone and rub with the 
sulphur ointment. 


For mange rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment Keep the cat confined 
so it cannot lie in the dirt and After 24 
hours wash it well in hot soapsuds- 
Just comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and leave alone. 
In three 


days, If the mange persists, repeat the 
ointment and after the treatment give 
the cat plenty of catnip, either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
Indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. 
Burn infected bedding and 


fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well In bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
Ing, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before letting the' 
cat sleep in them again.—Washington 
Star. 


Jm the Cenlai of Ireland Irl»HT 


The genius of Ireland Is a curiously 


paradoxical subject and requires a 
study to itself. Though so many great 
men have been associated with Ireland, 
when we analyze them according to 
race we find that a remarkably large 
proportion of them are of English or 
Scotch descent. Bishop Berkeley, for 
Instance, is often called an Irishman, 
though his father was English (his 
mother's origin 
is unknown) and 


though he always considered himself 
an Englishman. The great Irish pa- 
triots have usually had English blood 
In their veins and have sometimes even 
been proud of the fact. 


And yet, while this is so, Ireland has 


somehow bad the art of imparting 
some of her subtlest qualities to those 
happy Englishmen who have had the 
good fortune to possess some slight 
strain of her blood or to be born In her 
land or even to have lived there in 
youth. 
The greatest English humor- 


ists and wits—Swift and Sterne and 
Congreve—hart this good fortune. 
In 


the same way, while Ireland has scat- 
tered her saints over England and the 
continent, her own patron saint Is a 
Scotchman who was never canonized. 
The contribution of Ireland to our na- 
tional genius cannot well be stated in 
numerical values.—English Review. 
- 


Phosphorescence In Nature. 


The "mimic fires" of the ocean are 


due to the presence of hordes of ani- 
malcules belonging to that division of 
the animal world known as the infuso- 
ria. The noctlluca is the type of the 
race — a minute organism, somewhat 
kidney shaped and possessing a single 
lashllke appendage or clllum. 


The protoplasm, or living matter, of 


the animalcule exerts the power of 
converting so much of Its living energy 
into light, a proceeding Illustrated in a 
different fashion In the familiar firefly, 
which, however, sends Its energy Into 
special light producing organs and 
thus develops Its glow. Certain Jelly- 
fishes are also markedly phosphores- 
cent, and there is the creature allied to 
them somewhat, the Venus' girdle, 
which at night appears as a long, wav 
Ing band of flame. Finally we have 
the ubiquitous microbe, enrolling cer 
tain of Its kith nnd kin In the category 
of light producing organisms. 


Certain species of bacteria are phos- 


phorescent, and the glow Hint is seen 
under circumstances where putrcfn< 
tlon Is proceeding, notably when fish 
In going to bad, Is due to the prwien 
of such minute forms of life.—Scots- 
man.
